Jess Kincheloe was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment on 
Monday morning. He was ar- 
raigned on a charge of manufac- 
turing, having in his possession 
and selling intoxicating liquors. 
The defendant plead guilty tothe 
charge. 

On Sunday night Kincheloe’s 
cabin was raided by U. S. Deputy 
| Marshal H. J. Wallace and Town 
Marshal Earl West. The officers 
found a complete still in working 
lorder, 25 bottles of beer, a two- 
|gallon demijohn filled with 
hootchnoo and also three quart 
| bottles filled with hootchnoo, 
which was about \80 per cent al- 
‘cohol. In addition to the booze 
| the officers found a barrel of dried 
peaches in a state of fermenta- 
tion and akeg of mesch. 


A Constfentious Verdict ©

that the jurors who voted for 
Mrs, Stumpf’s acquittal ‘‘did not 
|do so for the purpose of aiding or 
assisting the underworld to vio- 
late the law.” 








J. F, CHAMBERLIN’S 
ELDEST SON DIES AS 
RESULT OF GASSING 








William Chamberlin, eldest son 
of J. F. Chamberlin of Juneau, is 
dead in Seattle, the result of gas- 
sing in the war with Germany. 
The news came to Juneau in a 
telegram from Mr. Chamberlin, 
who was at Ketchikan, to Oak 
Olson of this city. The telegram 
said simply, ‘William is dead. 
I am leaving for Seattle.’’ 

J. F. Chamberlin had two sons 
who served throughout thef;war. 
They were both at the front for 
months, serving with the signal 
corps. The oldest son was in the 
thiek of the fray in one of the 
German gas attacks, and was so 
badly disabled that he was in- 
valided home. He spent several 
weeks in the convalescent hos- 
pital at Atlanta, Georgia, and 
was finally allowed to go to Se- 
attle where his parents have their 
home, and where his mother lives. 
He never fully recovered, and fin- 
ally resulted in his death. His 
mother is in very poor health 
and it is feared that her son’s 
death may cause serious results.

Petersburg Recording District be, 
and is hereby established, by mod- 
ifying the respective boundary 
lines of Sitka and Wrangell Re- 
cording districts heretofore estab- 
lished so as to exclude from the 
said Sitka and Wrangell Record- 
ing districts and include in the 
Petersburg Recording District all 
of the territory within the bounda- 
ries described as follows, to-wit:

the head of Great Arm of 
Whale bay on the southwest
